' simple relief measure. started in 
, 1949 to aid snow-bound ranchers 
iin the west has mushroomed into 
‘a tremendous business. In fact, the 
‘disaster-loan program has grown 
‘into a $33,000,000 business and 
; covers parts of 37 states and Puerto 
| Rico. It is still growing by leaps 
| and bounds. 
The program was born in April, 

' 1949, to help ranchers in western 

i Dakotas and Wyoming who suffered 
severe livestock losses in the “great 
| blizzard.” 
i Since then it has expanded to in- 
clude any type of production haz- 
A ' ard, from bollweevil damage in the 
! cotton states to wind damage in 
: New England. 

. Congress put the farmers home 
| administration in charge of the 
_ program. The organization reports 
‘more than 26,000 loans have been 
'made to farmers in 1,156 counties 
‘in 87 states as well as to 37 munici- 
-" palities in Puerto Rico. 

The loans are secured by real 
‘estate. and chattel mortgages bear- 
i‘ ing three per cent,interest and, with 
'' few exceptions, are payable at the 

‘end of the next harvest. 
‘ They average about $1,192 each, 
-ialthough there is. no limit on the 
amount a farmer may borrow if 
“he qualifies as a ‘‘disaster victim” 
‘and can put up sufficient collateral.

Drops Fair Deal 


President.. Truman opened his 
“State of the Union’ message to 
congress with the words ‘‘our coun- 
try is in a healthy condition.” 
From that point he stressed 
strength and unity in the face of 
Communist aggression throughout 
the world. 

One of the remarkable points 
of the President’s message was his 


_ apparent willingness to drop. his. 


much debated Fair Deal program 
—for the time being—in order to 
get on with the business of build- 
ing up’ ‘the free world’s ability to 
wage “a full-scale war against 
Russia,” if such conflict becomes 


necessary. 


Mr.. Truman’s plea for unity was 
impressive and undoubtedly won 
him some new friends in a hostile 


congress, ‘I ask the congress for 
unity ..... Ido not ask, or expect, 
unanimity .... Let us debate the 


_ issues, but let every man among 


us weigh his words and deeds,” he 
said. 

Many legislators called the Pres- 
ident’s speech conciliatory. . And 
despite certain routine political 


-sharpshooting which some Repub- 


licans indulged in after his address, 
it was obvious that the opposition 
party was affected favorably by 
his effort to find unity of purpose. 

It seems likely that an era of 
greater co-operation and political 
peace isin store for the 82nd con- 
gress than could have been hoped 
for a few months ago. The people 
along the main streets of America 
may at least see swift and vital 
decisions made to meet the crisis. 


It was also ‘evident from the

TAFT: 


Constructive Criticism 


In a speech which he called ‘‘eon. 
structive criticism’? of the admin. 
istration, Sen. Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio served notice that the Re- 
publican party pledged itself to 
securing a greater voice in pol- 
icy making. 

The senator based his criticisms 
on what he called the President's 
legal right to send American troops 
to Europe. He added: that we ‘“‘had 
better commit no American troops. 
to the European continent at this 
time.’ 

Mr. Taft expressed a tide of 
thought that has been growing 
throughout the United States since 
reverses in Korea, namely, that 
the defense of Europe was primarily 
western Europe’s_ responsibility, 
not ours, 

Undoubtedly the most powerful 
Republican in the senate, Taft 
seemed to be serving notice on the 


‘administration that congress in- 


tended to cut in on the President’s 
power to formulate foreign policy. 
If the Republicans are willing to 
push the question it could lead to. 
a State of confusion in congress, 
never before seen in a time of. 
crisis. 

One of the most startling state- 
ments of the senator’s speech was 
the one when he said the U.S. ought 
to go along, for the time being, 
in the U.N, for its value as a world 
forum, but that the instrumentality 
was mortally weak in having been 
founded, not upon “justice” but 
upon the power of its leading mem- - 
bers. To the. people in the home 
towns of the country who had 
placed their faith in the United 
Nations it was like a. blow below

‘to Gen, Clifton Gates. But Ward 
‘wrote ‘to her, pleading with her to 
“free me to help my boys’ in the

‘them back alive;” he said in his 
letter. ‘““Whenever I led, I brought 
them back and now someone else 
leads them. I know they need me.

Mrs. Peterson’s eldest son, 
Frank, was killed when an air 
force B-29 plunged into the sea off 
Saipan. Her second son, Ernest, 
was killed in the marine assault 
on Iwo Jima. 
Robert, her youngest son, had 
served as a navy aerial gunner in 
World War II. When he was called 
to active duty with other marine 
reservists and shipped to Korea, 
Mrs. Peterson wrote a letter to 
Cates, asking that Robert be taken 
out of combat. 
Orders were drafted. for the 
youth to be transferred to a rear 
area in Japan. Ward intereented 
the orders and carried them in his 
pocket as he led his platoon north 
from the port of Inchon. 
A second draft of the order reach- 
ed his. company commander and 
Ward was sent to Japan. 
' From his rear area’ barracks 
Ward. wrote an appeal to his 
mother: 
““My life is full and my love for 
you is equaled only by my love 
for little squaw (his daughter 
Bobbie Linda) and Bettye (his 
wife). I am no hero but I also have 
responsibilities.’ 
Sorrowfully, Mrs. Peterson sat 
‘down and wrote a second letter to 
Gen. Cates. This time she asked 
that her son be allowed to return 
to combat duty; 


Mass Graveyard Discovered 
in Cavern in California 
‘BERKELEY, Cal.—William J. 


Wallace, archaeologist, reported re- 


cently the discovery of a strange 
mass graveyard 200 feet under- 
ground in a large limestone cavern 
in California, 
Wallace said the cultural mate- 
rial unearthed appeared to be pre- 
dominantly from the period between 
1500 B. C. and 500 A. D. 
The cavern is known as Moaning 
Cave. The deposits excavated were 
on the floor of the main chamber 
at the bottom of the cave’s 200-foot 
vertical shaft. ; 
There were found vast quanti- 
ties of human bones, obsidian arrow 
points, stone pestles, abalone-shell 
ornaments, and various kinds of 
beads, a pipe bowl, and a few ani- 
mal bones, 
Wallace said he believed the 
corpses. were thrown into the 
chamber from a ledge in the upper 
part of the cave. That theory, how- 
ever, does not coincide with known 
facts about Indian tribes that once 
inhabited the area. 
The Sierra’ Miwok tribe; for in- 
stance, either cremated or buried 
its dead. They believed the caverns 
were frequented by a giant who 
carried human victims 
depths to devour them.

Whether 
we can raise that amount plus our 
own high defense costs is adding 
to official worries.

Relic Stolen 
From Abbey 


LONDON, Eng. — The ancient 


Stone of.Scone, a central fixture in| 


the coronation of British kings, was 
stolen recently from Westminster 
“Abbey. 

Scottish’ nationalists and even 
the more moderate home-rule ad- 
vocates cheered the news that the 
priceless relic had been removed 


from the abbey where it had rested 


since 1296. 

The thieves broke a lange splinter 
off the leg of the coronation throne, 
‘the oldest piece of furniture in the 

abbey, in removing the 336-pound 
: Stone. Twenty-seven monarchs had 
been -crowned .on it, including 
‘Britain’s present ruler, George VI. 
- he stone, which had rested 
;underneath the throne, was the 
i symbol of the union of the crowns 
/of England and Scotland. 

: The stone of. Destiny (Scottish 
:name for the stone), known to date 
i back at least 1,100 years, measures 
| 26% by 1644 by 11 inches. A large 
| rectangle is outlined roughly on 
| the top. According to legend the 
: stone groans when a rightful sov- 
 ereign sits on it,. but remains silent 
| beneath a conqueror. 


Belongs to Scotland 


Edward I took the stone to West-|: 
: minster in 1296 from the old Abbey 
| of Scone in Perthshire, where the 
, ancient Scottish kings were crown- 
‘ed. Until it was stolen the only 
: other occasion when it was moved 
(from Westminster Abbey was in 
'1657 when it was taken to West- 
' minster Hall for:the installation of 
, Oliver Cromwell as Lord Protector. 

John -MacCormich, chairman of 
‘the Scottish covenant movement, 
“said whatever the outcome of the 
: “present adventure’”’ he hoped the 
Stone ultimately’ would be kept in

The theft itself was an exploit of 
the most sensational kind to the 
English. Police surmised the thieves 
attended a Christmas ‘eve service, 
concealed themselves in one of the 
royal chapels until the early morn- 
ing hours, and. then removed the 
stone from beneath the throne.

Most of the people of Scotland 
were happy about the theft. Nigel 
Trander, a Scottish Covenant lead- 
er, said: 

“This venture may appear foolish 
and childish onthe surface, but it 
will have the effect down south 
(England) of focusing attention on 
Scotland’s complaints, It: takes a 
lot to get any news of Scotland’s 
national existence into the English 
press and this sort of thing is the 
only type of home-rule story that 
gets a break at the English news- 
papers.”

LET’S MAKE MONEY 

WITH DAIRYING: 

It takes a combination of good 
management and efficient feed 
practices to obtain high milk 
production at low cost, says Ed 
Rebman, county agr’l agent. 


First, the more efficient dairy- | 


men are producing higher qual- 
ity roughage. These dairymen 
tend to reduce corn silage feeding 
to 20 or 30 pounds a day to get 
the cows to eat a maximum © of 
|this early harvested, high-protein 
legume roughage. Many of these 
dairymen used to feed 40 to 50 
|pounds corn silage a day. 

A second important practice 
that is being used by more and 
‘more successful dairymen is 
production and feeding of grass 
silage during August and Sept. 
ember when pastures are usually 
unproductive. Many of the least 


efficient dairymen either do not 
‘provide. an’’supplementary feed. 
‘during this period, 
pensive grain and protein supple- 
to maintain milk 


or feed ex- 


ment in order 
‘production. 

A third important practice 
‘followed by many dairymen is 


‘to reduce the amount of protein 


supplement fed. Dairy nutrition 
specialists state that where good

tility maintenance. He stressed | 
that there was two main ways that 
soil loses its productivity. One is 
by the depletion of plant food nu- 
trients either by drainage, eros- 
ion or cropping. The second way | 
is by the loss of the soil itself by 
the deterioration of the soil! 
structure. He also mentioned that 
this organic matter or humus sup- 
ply in the soil is one of the limit- | 
ing factors in the food production. 
The soils in Charlevoix County 
contain roughly about 2 percent 
organic matter. The soil microbes 
are very necessary for plant pro- 
duction and they are only found 
where there is a humus supply. 
The relationship according to 
Turk can be compared by saying 
that the microbes are the engines 
and the organic matter is a fuel 
in the soil program. He also men- 
tioned that if everyone in the 
world wanted to have the same 
diet that we have in the United 
States that they would have to 
kill off 50 percent of the popula- 


‘Ition in the world. But he also ad-
